R IN G ER is played in a rin g IO feet in diam eter, w ith IS m arbles 
arran g e d in the c en ter in a cross. 
The 
object 
is 
to 
shoot 
these 
m arbles out ut th e ring, the player shooting the largest n u m b er of 
m arbles out of the ring in any gam e being th e w inner of th at game. 
No less th an tw o and no m ore than six m ay play in one gam e in 
RINGER, except in national cham pionship m atches, w here tw o only 
play. A ll to u rn am en t play is for fair, and m arbles m ust be retu rn ed 
to ow ners a fte r each game. 
EQ U IPM EN T: 
The playing surface shall be a sm ooth. level area 
of ground, h ard clay, or o th er suitable substances. 
The Ring is in ­ 
scribed upon th e area. IO feet in diam eter, and all play is w ithin this 
right. 
(N ote: T he outline of this ring shall not be so deep or w ide as 
to check th e roll of a m arble). 
W ith the c en ter of the Ring as a point of intersection, m ark tw o 
lines at rig h t angles to each other to form a cross, w hich shall be a 
guide for placing the playing m arbles. P lace one m arble at the cen­ 
te r and th ree on each of the four branches of the cross, each m arble 
th ree inches aw ay from the n ex t one. 
T he Lag L ine is a straight line draw n tan g en t to the 
ring 
and 
touching it a t one point. 
The P itch L ine is a straight line draw n 
tan g en t to the ring, directly opposite and p arallel to the Lag Line. 
P laying m arbles shall be round. 
All m arbles in any one playing 
ring m ust be of uniform size. T he standard size shall be five-eighths 
inch in diam eter. 
S light variations m ay be allow ed by the referee 
for m anufacturing fault. 
S hooters shall be round and m ade of any substances except steel 
or any o th er m etal, and shall not be less than one-half inch or m ore 
than six -eig h th s inch in diam eter, as determ ined by the referee. 
PLA N O F PLAY: 
The lag is the first operation in RINGER. 
To 
lag, th e players stand toeing th e Pitch Line, or knuckling dow n upon 
it, and toss or shoot th eir shooters to the Lag L ine across the ring. 
T he p lay er w hose shooter com es nearest the Lag Line, on either 
side, w ins the lag. 
P lay ers m ust lag before each gam e 
The player w ho w ins th e lag 
shoots first, and the others follow’ in order as th eir shooters w ere 
n ex t n earest the Lag Line. T he sam e shooter th at is used in the lag 
m ust be used in the gam e follow ing the lag. 
On all shots except the lag, a player shall knuckle down so th at 
at least one knuckle is in contact w ith the ground, and he shall 
m ain tain this position u n til th e shooter has left his hand.

HOW TO BUILD OFFICIAL MARBLE PLAY RING 


T his show s how the rin g should 
be arranged for m arble play. T he 
best kind of a ring is on clay or 
o th er

T he gam e shall end w hen one player has knocked seven m arbles 
from the ring. 
SCORING: 
F or each m arble knocked out by a player, he shall be 
credited w ith the score of ONE. 
T he player having credited to him the largest num ber of m arbles 
at the com pletion of the gam e shall be the w inner of that game. 
In gam es w here m ore than tw o players are engaged, if tw o or 
m ore players lead w ith the sam e score those in the tie shall play a 
new gam e to break the tie.

A player refusing to continue a game, once it is started, shall be 
disqualified, and if only tw o players are engaged, the gam e shall he 
forfeited to the offended player. 
O FFICIA LS: 
T he officials shall he a referee and a scorer, if a 
scorer is available, otherw ise the referee shall also keep score. 
T he referee shall have com plete charge of the play. 
H e 
shall 
in te rp ret these rules and have pow er to m ake decision on any points 
not specifically covered by these rules. 
He shall have au th o rity to 
disqualify any player for unsportsm anlike conduct. 
He shall have 
au th o rity to order from the playing field or its vicinity the coach 
or other representatives of any player who conducts him self im ­ 
properly. 
The scorer shall keep a record of the game, m aking score of each 
player, shot by shot, and at the term ination of 
each 
gam e, 
shall 
notify the referee of the score, and the referee shall announce the 
w inner. 
The scorer shall assist the referee in enforcing th e rule 
against coaching, and call to the attention of the referee any infrac­ 
tion of the rules: 
PEN A LTIES: A player shall NOT: 
L ift his hand forw ard until the shooter has left his hand. 
This 
violation is know n as “hunching.” 
Sm ooth or otherw ise re arra n g e the ground, or rem ove any ob­ 
stacles. He m ay request the referee to clear obstructions. 
P enalty (for all th ree violations): 
If any m arbles w ere knocked 
out or dislocated on the shot, they shall be restored to th eir place, 
and the player shall lose his shot. 
C hange shooters during the course of the game. 
He m ay choose a 
new shooter on each lag, provided he uses th at shooter in the sub­ 
sequent game. 
PENALTY: 
T he player shall be disqualified from the gam e. 
C om m unicate in any w ay w ith hi* coach during the course of 
the gam e. 
PENALTY: 
F o rfeitu re of all m arbles he knocked out of the ring, 
said m arbles to be retu rn ed to th e gam e and placed on the cross. 
A coach shall not give instructions to eith er his own or any other 
player engaged in the game. 
PENALTY: Coach siiaii be ordered from the playing field if, after 
being w arned once, he continues this violation. 
P lay ers m ust not w alk through the m arble ring. 
PENA LTY: 
A fter a player has been w arned for violation, the j 
referee MAY req u ire the fo rfeitu re of one m arble, on a second of­ 
fense, said m arble to be retu rn ed to the ring and placed on the cross. ' 
AGE O F PLAY ERS: The tournam ent is open to boys or girls of 
14 years or under. 
Any boy or girl who becom es IS on or after Ju ly I, 1938, is eligible 
to play, and one who becom es IS any tim e before Ju ly I, 1938, is not 1 
eligible to play.
